tion of the proposed "Pacific Bowl" prompted a number of 
interested citizens last week to ask the intervention of 
Supervisor Riirton W. Chace. Theirs is a thankless job, one 
of those things that only hopeful dreamers can see sense in. 

This idea of a cultural center for the coastal and south­ 
ern section of Los Angeles County was conceived more 
than two years ago by a tireless little woman in Palos 
Ve.rdes, Elyse Aehle. As president of the Pacific Bowl As­ 
sociation she has doggedly set her mind and talents to mak­ 
ing a big dream come true. How well she succeeds depends 
entirely upon the cooperation of individuals in the South 
Bay area who still think culture is important to a community.

The land in question is seriously jeopardized, actually 
to the point where it may pass into private hands for tract 
development within a short time. Originally given to the 
people by the former Palos Verdes corporation as a site, 
for emergency public housing, it now is in the hands of the 
County Housing Authority, a federal agency. Commend- 
ably, the C.H.A. is going to try to retrieve some of the dol­ 
lars so recklessly tossed around by the federal government 
during the period befora 10.12 and will sell the 58 acres at 
public auction, and very soon.

The site for the Bowl Is located in a natural amphi­ 
theatre southwest of the Palos Verdes Drive and Western 
Avenue intersection. It is a natural from every standpoint, 
offering protection from fog and prevailing winds. It was 
graciously given to the public by the Vanderlip family with­ 
out strings but with the understanding that it always would 
be for the benefit of the public. Now it is fated to become 
another tract, something which Torrance and the general 
area already has too much of.

If you have within your heart the will to do something 
for the cultural refinement of the area, you will want to 
have a part in this cause. Perhaps a letter to the County 
Housing Authority and the Board of Supervisors will help.

Confusion over the Salk 
vaccine has brought about a 
situation that, In itself, Is 
little short of tragic. One of 
the great blessings of our 
time has been turned Into a 
monster of frustration and 
anguish for the parents of all 
children who have been given 
the anti-polio shots.

Now, no matter what the 
health experts say, there will 
'be a terrible question on the 
minds of all parents faced 
with the signing of a note that 
will mean vaccine for their 
children.

So the Salk vaccine did gain 
the approval of responsible 
authorities . . . but what hap­ 
pened? Why should questions 

, as to the dosage, spacing of 
shots and actual merit of the 
vaccine come up now? Be 
cause experimentation Is not 
yet over.

I believe that the vaccine 
will eventually prove Itself, 
but the general public should 
have been forewarned of the 
questions that any doctor 
knew would arise.

There would have been no 
scare headlines If those in 
charge of releasing the vac­ 
cine for use had told us to ex­ 
pect polio among those ex­ 
posed to the disease before be­ 
ing vaccinated. Alio, no vac­ 
cine Is perfect. It should have 
been emphasized that cases 
would still show up.

None of the youngsters have 
completed their series of three 
inoculations, so how can any­ 
one expect thcr.i to resist the 
disease any more than, usual? 
This should also have been 
pointed out In advance.

Which all adds up to lack 
of proper "public relations."

"the day;" then at an appoint­

People g I v c n anil   tetanus 
shots are still not entirely Im­ 
mune to lockjaw. Pasteur 
treatments for those bitten by 
rabid dogs aren't always suc­ 
cessful, "Cold" shots have fal­ 
len flat many a time. Yet I've 
never seen a news story claim­ 
ing that people catch colds be­ 
cause they've been given 
"cold" shots,

I've heard of many "cures" 
for cancer and tuberculosis. 
People have become quite 
vehement over the fact that 
the American Medical Assn.

Bandung, without western 
powers representation, was 
hardly expected to win friends 
and Influence people for the 
free world. But the 29 nations 
represented got the surprise 

. of their lives when, for the 
most part, the conference had 
not developed the anti-west 
feeling predicted by the Com­ 
munists. One must realize that 
all of the nations represented 
have a great deal In common. 
They are not white, but of 
varying shades of "color." 
Most have colonial histories, 
which In the main reason they 
were brought together. But 
some had colonial experlencej 
with a much happier ending, 
like the Philippines, Iraq and 
even India. Strong religious 
convictions were alno present 
at Bandung, like catholic 
Philippines and Moslem Iraq, 
presenting a formidable har­ 
rier against the encroachment 
of Communist atheism. Both 
the Philippine delegate, my 
friend Curios Rnmulo, a Ro­ 
man Catholic, an I he Iraq 
delegate. Fiidhll Jamall, a de­ 
voted Moslem, could look Com­ 
munist Chou En-lal In the face 
and say that "Communism de­ 
nies God . . . and Is a new 
type of colonialism even worse 
than any In the past." Romulo 
can speak with the utmost 
authority, for the Communist. 
Huks tried to eradicate Chris­ 
tianity In his homeland, after 
the United States gave the 
Philippines absolute Indepen­ 
dence and economic aid to put 
them back on their feet. That 
the Huks were not fighting for 
Philippine Independence, but 
for a new Communist colonial­ 
ism, Is a ease that was proved 
at Bandung. The roll' ol ihc 
United States toward the 
Philippines is quite a contrast 
from the role of the Dutch in 
Indonesia, the French in In- 
do-China, or the British in 
Indl8.
